England has beeh celebrating the mem- 
ory of her greatest—as many believe, her 
only inspired—ceomposer; Henry Purcell. On 
the 2ist of November imposing ceremonies 


commemorative of the two hundredth an- 
niversary of death. were performed at 
Westminster Abbey under the patronage 
of the Queen, the Empress Frederick of 
Germany, the Prince and Princess of Walés 
and others of the royal family. Works of 
the master were rend@red tyider the direc; 
tion of Sir John Stainer, Sit Arthur S5ulll- 
van and Prof. Bridge. An address was 
made by the dean of Westminster, who 
then proceeded to Purcell’s grave, on which 
he placed a wreath, rine which time an 
elegy was played, speciMly composed by 
Mr. E. Silas on themes by Purcell. For 
the memorial it is proposed to provide 
suitable cases for the organ in Westminster 
Abbey, where Purcell was organist for 
fifteen years, and within the walls of which 
he lies buried. “~~ : 
Commemorative concerts were given by 
the Philharmonic Society, the Royal Cho- 
ral Society, and the students of the Royal 
College of Music. The “London Musical 
Times devotes a large portion of its No- 
vember number to the great seventeenth 
century composer. There is an eloquent 
editorial tribute by Mr. Joseph. Bennett, 
biographical sketches, portraits and a pict- 
ure of Purcell’s house at Westniinster. 
Like all great men, Purcell was an inno- 
vator. He first recognized and worked out 
Mr. Bennett’s claims—‘“the :. conn 
between the word and the tone upon which 
a 150 years later Wagner so strongly in- 
sisted.’ He also wrote the first English 
opera, “Dido and Aenias,” a work which 
is said to be more than a century in ad- 
vance of the musical taste of the age. 
Though known to-day chiefly by his sacred 
compositions, Purcell wrote a number of 
successful. operas, besides. many odes and 
songs of a lighter character. In precocity 
| he rivaled Mozart and Mendelssohn, several 
of his anthems which are.still sung being 
composed before his fifteenth year, and like 
them, also of fragile constitution, he died 
in early manhood at the age of 37. 
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The amateur musical club movement is 
growing apace, having crossed Mason and 
Dixon’s line during the past year, pnd es- 
tablished itself. at the South on the prac- 
tical business footing demanded by modern

The Non-Sectarian Church, on the south- 
west corner of Lindell Boulevard and Van- 
deventer avenue, of which Rev. Robert C.

$12,500, amd the practical zeal of the mem- 
bership was so great that at the expira- 
tion of the first year the present handsome 
little stone edifice was ready for occupancy 
on the first Sunday in January, , .
